AIRPORT ATTACK 

A separalte terrorist unit used two 
cars in the abortive airport attack 
on an Arkia Viscount leased by ἘΠ 
Ai for the Lod-Cyprus run. The 
Israeii turboprop had just unloaded 
its 14 passengers when the two 
cars, with six terrorists in them, 
rolled owt onto the tarmac. 

One of the cars smashed into a 
gate at the edge of the rumway, 
and its three occupants engaged in 
a struggle with Cypriot security 
guards. The other grey vehicle, ap- 
parently a jeep, drove onto the tar- 
mac, and circled the Israel’ plane. 

On the second circuit, the occu- 
pants firing at the plane 
with automatic weapons. One of 
the Israeli security men returned 
fire with his revolver, then raced 
into the plane, emerged with a sub- 
machinegun and opened fire. 

On the first voliey, the driver of 
the car and its two passengers were 
hit. The driver lost control of the 
vehicle, and smashed into the hous- 
ing of one of the plane's four en- 
gines. 


Seconds later, the security men 
approached the crippled jeep. They 
found a large number of grenades 


and about 30 kilograms of ex-; 


plosives, hooked up to a detonator.

‘The airport batttes lasted about 
half an hour, with bullets whizzing 
around the aircraft parking area. 

One of the plane's engines was 
severely damaged and its windows 
were shattered by gunfire. Airline 
officials in Israel said that the plane 
would have to be checked carefully, 
before being flown back to Israel - 
— if possible — for repairs. 

‘A second plane, a Herald, left Lod 
for Nicosia at 7 p.m. yesterday, to 
bring back 10 ΕΔ Al passengers sche- 
duled to return to Israel on the 
afternoon flight. The plane, with its 
passengers and the crew of the frat 
Viscount, was due back in Israel in 
the early hours of this moming.

NICOSIA. Masked raiders en- 
gaged police in a one-hour gunbattie 
yesterday following a spate of 
bombings which wrecked police sta- 
tions, and storefronts on Sunday. 

The Government said three police- 
men were wounded in the gunbattle 
fought in early motning darkness at 
Koutrafas police station. A police 
patrol three hours Iater found the 
body of a masked man, presumably 
one'of the raiders affiliated to Gen. 
George Grivas’ EOKA movement, 
with gasoline bombs and spent car- 
tridges scattered around it. 

A spokesman said an unspecified 
number of gunmen attacked the po- 
Hce station. The poHcemen on duty 
refused to surrender, radioed for re- 
inforcements and resisted for one 
hour until they arrived. 

Sunday's attacks brought an ap- 
peal from President Makarios for 
an end to the violence that has 
plagued the island for ‘the past -sev- 
eral months. He admitted that most 
of the 32 terrorist explosions Sun- 
day had been the work of his 
supporters.
